PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL, 


Steps Taken for an Investigation by the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, Nov. 22.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Republican mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies decided 
today that the commission of inquiry 
into the affairs of the Panama Canal 
Company shall consist of twenty-three 
Republicans, nine Conservatives and one 
Boulangist. The proceedings on Fri- 
dav will be brief, the president of the 
commission merely calling the names of" 
the accused. It is reported ve Lesseps 
is seriously ill.

MRS. DEACON WINS. 


A Decision in Her Favor—Dumas in a Bad 
Light. 

Paris, Nov. 22.—{By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Court of Appeuls 
rendered a decision in favor of Mrs. 
Deacon today. It orders the child 
Gladys returned to the convent, where 
both parents may visit it. Deacon was 
ordered to pay the costs. 

It will be recollected that while the 
case was being discussed in the papers 
an article by Alexandre Dumas ap- 
peared, declaring that Deacon had no 
right to kill his wife’s paramour even 
though he caught them in flayrante 
delictu. This created much surprise, as 
it was in direct Opposition to the views 
expressed by Dumas in one of his fam- 
ous novels, where he advises husbands to 
kill them. The article was recopied by 
all papers and distributed tothe jury that 
tried Deacon. Now it is asserted that 
Abeille’s family, which was active in 
prosecuting Deacon, paid Dumas f. 20,- 
0OO to write the article. It is further 
said that the large influence of the 
Abeille family was used in every direc- 
_tion for Mrs. Deacon. It 1s asserted 
that they spent f.300.000 to obtain 
Deacon's conviction, and of this f.120,- 
UVOO was used with newspapers.

ANOTHER RAILWAY WRECK. 


Four Men Killed—Criminal Negligence of 
a Switchmen. 

Omaua (Neb.), Nov. 22.—|By the As- 

sociated Press.| Several people were 


} kitted and three injured by a wreck on 


the Union Pacific at Alda, Neb. The 
wreck was caused by a collision be- 
tween the overland fiyer due at Omaha 
at 10:40 this morning and a freight 
which had just pulled out of the Alda 
yard. Both engines were completely 
smashed and the baggage and postal 
cars telescoped and freight cars piled 
up on the broken mass. 

The wreck was one of the worst ou 
the Union Pacific in several years. It 
was due to the criminal negligence of a 
switchtender. The freight had been 
doing some switching, and had backed 
in on the siding to await the passage of 
the fast express train. It was sup- 
posed the switch had been set for the 
main track, but the opposite was the 
case, and the passenger train coming

SACKAMENTO, Nov. 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The State Anti-débris 
Association held a session here today. 
While it was executive, some of its pro- 
ceedings were ascertained. The 
counties represented were: ‘Sacfa- 
mento, Yolo, Colusa, Yuba, Sutter and 
Gienn. Resolutions were adopted de- 
claring that the association intends to 
tight hydraulic mining tothe bitter end; 
that it must cease; that the anti-débris 
counties are in earnest and are willing 
to spend money in the prosecution of 
miners who persist in dumping slickens 
into the rivers. 

The fact was developed in the debate 
that the anti-débris people are not ar- 
rayed against bydraulic mining as an 
industry, but only when it injures them. 
All agree that if the débris could be 
successfully restrained they woulg have 
no further fault to find. 

The subject of the Camineiti minin 
bill was brought up, but not discussed. 
Members of the association, however, 
are understood to look kindly on the 
bill, if its provisions are all carried ont. 
It was decided to go ahead with the 
prosecution of miners who are secretly 
hvdraulicking and polluting the rivers, 
and Robert T. Devlin, the secretary, 
was chosen attorney for the association. 
The litigation already commenced by 
several of thé valley counties will be 
continued under Devlin’s direction. 

It was expected that a report would 
be received from the committee ap- 
pointed under the temporary organiza- 
tion some time ago for the purpose of 
investigating the scheme for restrain- 
ing débris. The committee, however, 
Was not ready, and was given further 
time. Finance and legislative com- 
mittees were appointed, thus complet- 
ing the permanent organization. An 
adjournment Was taken to the first 
Monday in December. 


A METHODICAL SUICIDE, 


A San Jose Man Takés fils Life with the 
Utmost Deliberation.

The Monetary Conference in 
Session. 


Delegates Welcomed by the Belgian 
Prime Minister. 


He Speaks Hopefully of the Pros- 
pects of the Gathering, 


The Conference to Sit Three Times «a 
Week—The American Position to 
Be Formally Presented on 
Friday Next. 


84 Telegraph to The Times. 

Brvusseis, Nov, 22.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The International 
Monetary Conference met at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. The proceedings were 
purely formal. The countries which 
have accepted the invitation of the 
United States to send delegates to the 
conference are Austria, Hungary, Bel- 
gium, France, Germany, Great Britain, 
Greece, Italy, Netherlands, Portugal, 
Roumania, Russia, Servia, Spain, 
Sweden, Norway and Switzerland. The 
following is a list of delegates repre- 
senting the principal nations taking 
part:

Beernaert, the Belgian Prime Minis- 
ter ,and Minister of Finance, who 
opened the proceedings, said in his in- 
augural address that the conference 
had been called to discuss one of the 
gravest and most complex problems 
modern society ever had to face. He 
extended in the name of the Belgian 
government a most cordial welcome to 
the delegates. After referring to the 
monetary crises during the past century, 
Beernaert said that it was in the direc- 
sion of an international understanding 
that the solution of the monetary ques- 
tion was now sought. This, he added, 
was in accordance with the law of 
progress, Numerous such understand- 
ings had already been arrived at for the 
regulation of the common interests of 
the civilized world in regard to tele- 
graphs, railways, weights and measures, 
and why should not the same course be 
followed in the case of money? It was 
fitting that the deliberations of the 
conference should take place on the 
soil of a country belonging to the Latin 
Union. But it was for the delegates ot 
the United States to put forward the 
views of their Government and explain 
how it was proposed to carry these 
views into effect. -Beernaert advised 
 -dteleeates to enter the discussion 
without being too greatly impressed by 
Luc Of massing silver, for 
which there appeared to be no employ- 
ment. 

Montefiore Levi, as president of the 
conference, followed Beernaert. Levi 
said that he accepted the honor of pre- 
siding over the deliberations knowing 
that it was intended for Belgium rather 
than himself. He referred to numerous 
attempts made to settle the monetary 
question, mentioning especially the 
British gold and silver commission of 
1886 as distinguished above all other 
similar bodies by its eminently practi- 
cal character. The worst feature of 
the present monetary situation was its 
instability. He hoped the conference 
would sink individual interests and 
keep in view the higher interest of the 
great human family. 

Hon, E. Terrell, United States Minis- 
ter to Belgium, replied in a few formal 
words in behalf of the American dale- 
gates. The conference then adjourned 
until Friday.

our transactions with China leavesa 
large balance of trade against us. So 
far as other traffic. goes, the Chinese 
merchants are only engagedin selling 
to Americans as many bad cigars, cheap 
shoes and imported nick-nacks as they 
can dispose of—taking all they can get 
and giving no equivalent in trade. 
They live within themselves, are in no 
sense a responsive factor in the com- 
munity, and send their profits out of 
the country. 

There is another aspect of the case 
in which the disbanding of the Six Com- 
panies and the removal of the wealthy 
merchants should be hailed as a great 
public blessing. It is well known that 
these tongs or societies have carried on 
a sort of government of their own, levy- 
ing contribution on every hard-working 
Chinaman in the country, promulgating 
and executing their own laws, and 
often circumventing and setting the 
laws of the country at defiance. These 
fatand oleaginous Chinese merchants 
are the ones who have run the gam- 
bling dens and the Chinese dives; they 
have introduced their peculiar system 
of slavery under our very noses, and 
have too often enlisted, by bribery, the 
constables and other law officers in 
aiding them to maintain their nefarious 
trafic. They -have imported = and 
bought and sold again helpless Chinese 
girls, and condemned them to an ex- 
istence which fairly makes one heart- 
sick to contemplate. 

If the exclusion law is driving these 
fellows out of the country, thenitis a 
mighty good law. The only pity is that 
it was not enacted years ago. The 
Pacific Coast will be infinitely better 
off without the Six Companies, without 
the Chinese merchants and all their ac- 
cumulations of money, sandal-wood, 
fish and female slaves. We are only 
too ready in this instance to speed the 
parting guest. Let them stand not 
upon the order of their going, but goa 
once. 

The great mass of Chinese laborers 
and servants are less objectionable than 
the merchants, but they will probably 
go also, and we can afford to dispense 
with their company. There may be 
temporary inconvenience in some in- 
dustries which have been dependent on 
this class of labor, but we believe the 
void will soon be filled by a class of la- 
borers who will make American citizens 
and who will contribute a hundred foid 


as much to the prosperity of the com- 
munity. 


The Economic Question Not Settled. 

The annual assembly of the Knights 
of Labor at St. Louis adopted a resolu- 
tion the other day declaring thatthe 
outcome of the recent struggle at Home- 


stead is deplored, but that it has had 


“far-reaching effects in settling, tem- 
porarily at least, great 
questions.”’ 

Of course it is in order forthe organi- 
zation which has had mostto do with 
stirring up such controversies as that

referred to in the United States to put | 


the best face possible on the matter, 
and endeavor to ameliorate the smart 
of defeat for -itg faithful adherents. 
We fail to see, however, how the Home- 
stead affair has settled any great eco- 
nomic question, even temporarily, in 
any way that gives consolation 
to the labor agitators. If it is 
a settlement of anything at all 
it is a settlement of the propo- 
sition that, hereafter, the Carne- 
gie company will deal directly with its 
employes, hiring and discharging them 
as it chooses, agreeing. with them indi- 
vVidually as to rates of wages and rules, 
and suffering no dictation from any 
union as to the government of its es- 
tablishments. So far-as the Amalgam- 
ated Association, the’ Knights. of 
Labor, and other union organizations 
are concerned, they are like the man 
who fell out of the balloon. Strictly 
in it. This victory of the ‘mill- 
owners over one of the most rancor- 
ous. vindictive and bloody strikes that 
has ever been recorded in the economic 
history of the country will doubtless 
have a ‘far-reaching effect’ in modify- 
ing the aggressive tendencies of labor 
organizations, and in encouraging other’ 
emplovers to make @ maniy resistance 
whenever a like contingency is forced 
upon them. It shows that the rule of

cess. In this respect it may have some 


_ bearing on a great econothic question, 
year there was no ‘Murchison letter’ | but it does not settle it, even tempo- 


rarily. It might prevent the occur. 


rence of another strike, equally disas- 
trous to all concerned, in any other 
great manufacturing center tomorrow 
or next week or next month. As long 
as these labor organizations hang to- 
gether and hold as one of their cardinal 
principles the right to resort to vio- 
lence in strikes, to forcibly prevent 
non-union men from working, and to 
levy boycotts upon members of the com- 
munity who offend them, and so long as 
they are permitted to resort to these 
extreme measures, the great eccnomic 
question must remain unsettled. 

But we think that the Homestead 
affair has been a forcible and beneficial 
object lesson to the great mass of the 
people of the United Stateg. It has 
convinced them that the tendency to- 
wards anarchy must be suppressed or 
the very foundation of society is in 
danger of being sapped. They will un- 
doubtedly apply themselves diligently 
and conscientiously to devising some 
better method of settling a dispute be- 
tween employers and employés than 
leaving them alone to fight it out. 
They appreciate the fact that these 
great disturbances are inimical to every 
principle of good government and sound 
policy; that the men concerned in the 
controversy are not the only ones to 
be considered; that the community at 
large suffers severely from these 
outbreaks; that the public treas- 
ury heavily drawn upom to 
preserve the peace, to try  of- 
fenders and to settle damages 
for property destroyed; that business is 
interfered with, industries hampered 
and the public put to no end of incon- 
venience and loss, and, finally, that 
valuable lives, and often innocent lives, 
are sacrified. This cannot be tolerated 
much longer ina well-ordered govern- 
ment, which is supposed to be by the 
people and forthe people. 

We do notallow individuals to take 
the law into their own hands and carry 
on vendettas for the settlement of 
grudges. If we catch them attempt- 
ing it, we pop them into jail as 
soon as possible, and do not let 
them out until they pay the penalty 
of their misdoing or. give bonds to 
keep the peace. We say, in effect, 
that ifthese men have differences to 
settle they must take them tothecourts 
and settle them in a peaceable and law- 
respecting manner. Why, then, should 
we allow organizations of men—labor 
organizations or anv other kind—to take 
the law into their hands and endanger 
the public peace and prosperity’? This 
is the question which the people of the 
United States must take up in earnest 
and settle for alltime. As long as it is 
simply ignored or covered up it will be 
a smouldering fire, liable to break out 
in a wide-spreading and dangerous con- 
flagration at any time. 

No, with all proper consideration for 
the larcerated feelings of the Knights 
of Labor, the great economic question 
is not settled, even temporarily. But 
it must be taken vp and settled perma- 
nentiy. ‘The turbulent strike and boy- 
cott must go. 


Mr. Tuft’s Position. 

At a meetirg in East Los Angeles last 
evening Mr. Tufts, the Republican can- 
didate for Mavor, declared himself in 
unequivocal language on the public 
questions which most concern this city 
atthe present time. His attitude on 
the water question is unexceptionable, 
and betokens an earnest purpose, 
should he be elected, to push the project 
which is now only in its incipiency, and 
which will need a good deal of pushing 
before it becomes an accomplished 
fact. Mr. Tufts proposes to see that 
nothing less. than justice shall be 
done in treating with vested in- 
terests when the time comes for 
the city to acquire a complete system 
—and nothing more. His attitude on 
the Sunday closing of saloons is in har- 
mony with the platform on which he 
was nominated. He rightly says that 
this city cannot afford to take a step 
backward, and, having accomplished 
the regulation of the liquor traffic, ought 
by all means to hold its ground. 

Mr. Tufts is in favor of municipal im- 
provements, in favor of maintaining the 
schools and the library at a high stand- 
ard of efficiency. His views will meet 
the approbation of all progressive 
citizens. i 

Nobody can read the report of his 
speech published today without believ- 
ing that he means what he says and is 
willing to stake his chances of election 
on his platform. 


Tue Southern Pacific asks for the 
right to double-track Alameda street 
from Commercial street to Fourth 
street, it already havingthat right from 
Commercial street north to the junc- 
tion with San Fernando street. In con- 
sideration of this concession it agrees 
to abandon the Pine and San Pedro 
street portions of its line, leaving 
those important thoroughfares free 
from railway tracks. _We believe the 
city will be a direct gainer by this con- 
cession, and that the double track on 
Alameda street will not be found any 
more undesirable than is the present 
single track.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


Graxp does the 
theater-coer of today see one of Shaks- 
peare’s plays presented with so much 
naivete and charm as was the beautiful 
comedy As You Like It at the Grand Opera- 
house last night by Julia Marlowe and her 
extremely clever company. 

Miss Marlowe is not an actress who takes 
her audience by storm, but she captures it 
by gentile <allies, by a winning and natural- 
ness of manner that is at once unique and 
exquisite. She reads her lines without any- 


thing of the theatrical, and there is 
not a trace of staginess in her con- 
summate art, which tis beautiful in 
its girlish artlessness. Her voice is 


sweet and musical, with a wealth of fecling 
and pathos—it has a soul behind it that 
does not read Shakespeare's liquid sen- 
tences, but instead, lilts out its own full- 
ness as a lark warbles his song in the sun- 
shine. She has beauty, too—a womanly 
beauty that woos and wins her audience un- 
til it has afecling of oneness with her in 
the role she is playing. As delightful as is 
her assumption of the partof ‘Rosalind,"’ 
in which her manager saw fit to first present 
the artiste to us, it is easy to fancy that 
in an entirely womanly role she would 
be even more pleasing. This is not saying 
that she is not still the gentle *‘Rosalind,”’ 
even when carmented in doublet and hose 
and disporting herself inthe Forest of Agx- 
den, but she is so femininein her manner 
and method—so exquisitely well constituted 
to wear the clinging draperies of her sex, 
that one fcels it almost sacreligious to even 
hint at unsexing her. 

Still. with all this said, she is a delighiful 
‘Rosalind.’ The meeting with ‘‘Orlando”" 
in the forest act, where she puts the chain 
about his neck after the wrestling scene 
with ‘“Charles,"’ was done with a natural- 
ness and naiveté that was apparently 
as unstudied as is the sparkle of a 
dew drop inthe morning sun. But most 

leasing of all was her meeting with ‘Or- 
ando”™’ in the wood; her frank yet coy man- 
ner, her deft and dainty phrasing of the 
dialogue and the artiess wav in which she 
enticed her lover to call her ‘‘Rosalind,”’ 
albeit he thought her a youth ot his own 
sex. Her voicing of the expression, *‘Come, 
woo me.’ as she sunk down on the syivan 
couch, was quite the neatest bit in the 
scene. All through she was a revelation in 
anart whichis most teiching and delight- 
ful where there is an apparent absence of 
all art, 

Robert Taber made a. most manly and 
pleasing “Orlando,”’ playing with power 
and passion. In the opening scene, where 
he asserts himself against his unnstural 
brother, he was especially strong, winning 
his audience at the very outset, Eugenia 
Lindemann, as **Cellia,’’ was a good foil for 
Miss Marlowe's playing. Giles Shine was 
praiseworthy as ‘“Touchstone,’’ and Kittie 
Wilson made a very good ‘‘Audrey.”’ The 


company is generally intelligent and pains. 


taking,put it seems to us scarcely deser 
ing the rather lavish praise it has received 
from some of the journals of San 
Francisco, vet we have heard Shakespeare's 
grand lines presented much worse than 
they were last night by most of the mem- 
bers of Miss Marlowe's company, as we 
have heard them much better.

PASADENA, Nov. 21, 1892.—/To the Ed- 
Morof THe Times.| Will you allow me to 
say in your columns that it seems to me 
that an important feature of the reduction 
or modification of the present tariff policy 
to the interest and prosperity of Los Ange- 
les has not received that consideration 
which it deserves? Asa Democrat, I am 
glad to see the indorsement which Tas 
TIMES gives tothe advocacy of a special 
session of Congress as made by the San 
Francisco Examiner. : 

indeed, in the light of the most recent 
utterances of many of the leading Republi- 
can journals of the country, as well as the 
leading Republican statesmen, including no 
less a Republican than the Hon. Justin S. 
Morrill, the father of othe presentor war 
tariff, that the protective tariff policy has 
been carried to its extreme limit. I might 
support such indorsement upona wholly 
non-partisan ground. I believe it is 
of the utmost importance to Los An- 
geles and Southern California that this ex- 
treme and unwise policy should be 
essentially modified. What reason is there, 
in the nature of things, that almost ever 
article manufactured from iron or steel, 
from a jack-knife tothe mould board of a 
plow, used in Southern California, should 
be brought three thousand miles from the 
East.

Ten Thousand People Witness a West 
Virginia Execution, 
Hustineton (W.Va.,) Nov. 22.—[ By 
the Associated Press.| Allen Harri- 
son, aged 21, was hanged here this 
afternoon for the murder of his sweet- 
heart, Hettie Adams, daughter of a 
well-known and well-to-do farmer, last 
April. The execution took place in a 
field, two miles from the jail, and 
10,000 people witpessed the hanging. 
Shortly before the hanging he made a 
statement that he had ag recollection 
of the murder, and supposed, if he did 
the deed, it was while wnder the infiu- 

ence of morphine. 

The crime for which Allen Harrison 
Was executed was committed in April, 
1892. Me was a.man of peculiar 
habits and strong likes and dislikes. 
He became enamored of pretty Hettie 
Adams, the seventeen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Frank Adams, a prosperous 
farmer living at Ona, in this county, 
and when she repelled his advances he 
determined that he would kill her and 
then commit suicide. He purchased a 
quantity of laudapum and a revolver, 
swallowed the drug at his home and 
went direct to the home of the girl. 
He found her at the kitchen stove 
building a fire. Stealing in, he fired a 
bullet into her heart, killing ber in- 
stantly. He slipped away quietly and 
went home to die, but . the drug had 
weakened by age, and when the ex- 
cited neighbors dragged him from his 
home he was soon brought out of the 
stupor into which he had fallen, and 
they placed him under arrest for mur- 
der. The affair created great excite- 
ment, and lynching has been narrowly 
averted. At the last term of the Cir- 
cuit Court he was tried and convicted. 
Judge Harvey sentenced him to be 
hanged. 


THROWN OUT OF COURT. 


A Prosecution Under the Interstate Com- 
merce Law Falls. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 22.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The first of the series of 
trials of commercial and railway mag- 
nates for violation of the anti-discrimi- 
nation clause of the Interstate Com- 
merce law began inthe United States 
court here this morning. The defend- 
ant was Thomas Miller, and the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, 
on which alleged discrimination was 
practiced, was made co-respondent. 
The charge was that during the sum- 
mer of 1890 defendantagave A. H. 
Warren & Co. and Wright & Hoy, 
Nebraska shippers, reduced rates on 
corn from Adison, Ashland and Red 
Cleud to Chicago. The first witness 
was T. A. Wright of Wright & Hoy. 

As soon as a vital question was struck 
the trial hit a snag. The Court in- 
structed the witness that he need not 
answer any question which would tend to 
incriminate himself. This practically 
barrdd out valuable information from 
the witness, as it did from Hoy and 
other witnesses who followed, so the 
District Attorney gave up tie fight, 
and the Court ordered the jury to bring 
in a verdict of acquittal. The District 
Attorney then dismissed the cases 
against the other defendants except 
Spriggs, and that was continued. 

Omaua (Net»,) Nov. 22.—A case of 
alleged discrimination was laid before 
the United States grand jurysthis after- 
noon. Itisacase in which the Mis- 
souri Pacific is charged with having 
given a lower rate on shipments of salt 
in favor of large salt works at Salem 
and other places in Kansas to South 
Omaha than could be secured by small 
shippers. 


The Palmetto Legislature Convenes. 

CotumBia (S. C.,) Nov. 22.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina con- 
vened today.

Tillman, in his an- 
nual message, stated, among other 
things, that the assessment of property 
for taxation has only increased 333,- 
000,000 in the tast sixteen years. 
‘*This indicates,’’ says he, *‘that we are 
a very improvidentand non-progressive

The 
outer doors were opened two hours 
earlier and filers let in one at a time 
and formed a new line inside. There 
Was a rush, and the original line outside 
was broken after some fighting. Those 
who had been standing in line two days 
had to take their chances with the rest 
in the new iine inside, 
The .land office is disposing of fil- 
ings as rapidly as possible, and most of 
the land will be filed on todav. 


A Denver Firm Attached. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Nov. 22.—The large 
dry goods firm of A. Z. Salomon & Co, 
was attached tonight by the First Na- 
tional Bank of this cify for $84,000, 
and by a brother of the senior partner 
of the firm for $83,000. Attachments 
by Western creditors, it is estimated, 
will bring the total up to $225,000. 
Members of the firm refusq to talk 
further than to say that they will pay 
their creditors in full.

Ata recent meeting of the Central 
Traffic Association Freight Committee, 
in Chicago, consideration was given the 
question as to what rule should appiy 
where returned shipments of unsold ex- 
hibits from the Worlda’s Columbian Ex- 
position are stopped at intermediate 
points and not returned to points of ori- 
gin, and it was decided that the rates 
heretofore published should be strictly 
adhered to, namely: ‘it must be dis- 
tinctly understood that the shipments 
of exhibits entitled to free return must 
be returned via same routes first used.

Hon. Joseph Medill’s Residence De- 
stroyed | by Fire. 


What is Being Done Here for Homeless 
Children—Points About Well-known 
People—Local News and 
Brevities, 


The splendid residence of Hon. Joseph 
Medill, editor of the Chicago Tribune, at 
Altadena, about two miles north of Pasa- 
dena, was totally destroyed by tire between 
12 and 1 o'clock yesterday morning. 

Shortly after midnight Mrs. Medill, who 
was suffering from a seyere attack of neu- 
ralgia, arose from her bed to apply a lo- 
tion to her face. She noticed a strange 
light on the east side of the building, anda 
hurried glance out of the window 
was sufficient to convince her that 
the house was on fire. She aroused 
Mr. Medill, who occupied an adjoining 
room, Mr. Medill’s tirst thought was of the 
safety of the servants, who slept on the 
north side of the house, and whose mode of 
exit wason.the east side, where the fire 
was located. While he hastily donned a 
scanty outfit of clothing Mrs. Medill awak- 
ened the servants, and soon all the occu- 
pants of the house, who consisted of Mr. 
and Mrs. Medill, their niece, Miss Patrick, 
and four servants, were located in safety 
Outside the burning building. None were 
completely clothed, and one or two of the 
servants made their appearance  bare- 
footed and clad only in their nightdresses. 

At this time the fire was confined to the 
east side of the house. A large piece of 
hose left for such an emergency was 
quickly attached to a hydrant and a stream 
of water was brought to play on the flames. 
But unfortunately,,there was no pressure 
and the stream could not be made to reach 
an altitude of more than ten feet. it was 
soon apparent that all efforts in this line 
were unavailing, whereupon work was di- 
rected toward saving some of the contents. 
Little, however, was accomplHshed. The 
flames spread so rapidly that there was 
time only to rescue a few articles, which 
included some valuable works and some of 
Mr. Medill’s private papers. An hour after 
the flames were first noticed, all that re- 
mained of the statcly structure was a mass 
of burning embers and three towering 
chimneys that remained intact amid the 
ruins. 

Exactly what caused the conflagration 
will probably never be definitely deter- 
mened. although Mr. Mediil's theory is 

robably the correct one, that the fire orig- 
nated in a box placed on the east side of 
the house, near the kitchen door, into 
which one of the servants poured some hot 
ashes Monday evening. Mr. Medill had 
taken extreme precautions to guard agains* 
fire. During his residence in the house 
last spring he was led to believe that wood 
fires were dangerous, He accordingly had 
shipped this summer from Chicago twenty 
tons of anthracite coal] to guard against all 
possible accident. The coal was stored in 
the cellar, and formed a part of the valua- 
ble contents that went up in smoke. 

The house was one of the costliest in Pas- 
adena or vicinity. It was built during boom 
days by Bayard T. Smith, and at a cost of 
about $33,000, together with a stable 
which cost some $4000. The exterior was 
commanding and artistic, andthe interior 
was fitted up in a sumptuous style through- 
out. The property was later purchased by 
C. E. Swales of Detroit, whoin turn sold it 
to Mr. Medill last winter. The price paid 
was in the neighborhood of $25,000. Last 
spring Mr. Medill occupied his’ purchase for 
about two months, during which time it was 
partially furnished. Just prior to Mr. Me- 
dill's return from Chicago last week, a car- 
load of -aluable new furniture reached 
here, all of which wags placed in the house 
and was destroyed, with the exception of 
some valuable paintings, which had not 
been unpacked and which were stored in 
the stable. 


The total insurance on the house and con- 
tents amounted to $24,400, divided as fol- 
lows: Springfield, of Massachusetts, 
$2500 on house and $2400 on contents; 
Westchester, New York, $2500 on house 
and $2000 on contents; Royal, of Liver- 
pool, $4000 on house; Fire Association, of 
Philadelphia, $3000 on house; Continental, 
of New York, $4000 on house. ll the in- 
surance was written in Wotkynus Bros.’ of- 
fice, but later this firm resignedthe Royal, 
which is now. represented by Mr. Town- 
send, and the Continental, which is repre- 
sented by J. S. Cox. 

Mr. Medill and family were comfortably 
quartered for. the remainder of the night 
at the residence of A. C. Armstrong, which 
is located near by. Yesterday the scene ot 
the fire was visited by scores of people. 
most of them being personal friends of the 
Owner. Mr. Medill was found at the ruins 
early in the morning by the TIMEs re- 
porter, to whom he graciously gave all pos- 
sible information. Among theearly callers 
were Prof. T. S.C. Lowe and wife, who, 
with characteristic hospitality, tendered 
Mr. Medill and family ample quarters at 
their home on Grange Grove avenue for as 
long as they might choose to stay. 

Mr. Medillaccepts the result philosoph- 
ically, ‘The fire deprives me of a year's 
comfort,’’ was the way. he summed up the 
affair, anda few moments later he indi- 
cated that his next move would be to con- 
sult the architects preparatory to rebuild. 
ing on the same site. The family will rent 
a furnished house in Pasadera for the win- 
ter, and work will be begua %n the new 
building with all possible dispy“ch. It is 

robable that Gov. Markham’'s property on 

outh Marengo avenue, known as the Web- 
ster place, will be chosen by Mr. Medill for 
his temporary residence.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 

At the teachers’ institute on Monday 
evening Prof. Barnes, of Stanford Univer- 
Sity, spoke at length upon the “Growth of 
the Common School System in America,” 
contrasting the Puritan, Dutch, Swedish, 
Scotch, Irish and other elements combining 
to produce young America as we find him 
as an average boy. He spoke at length of 
the development of the American type, @s- 
pecially in literature, since about 1830, and 
the unification of the American thought by 
the civil war, handling the subjectina 
masterly manner. The great educational 
question of this time he consid- 
ers to be that of individualism in 
teaching. This is now taking strong 
hold upon the progressive teachers 
of the day, and ix in no place better shown 
thanin San Bernardino, where it is made 
the pivotal ideathrough the most ingen- 
ious method of Prof. Frye’s system of mind 
charts. This mind chart system is already 
recognized as the beginning of a great rev- 
olution in educational methods and is 
hailed the country over as the deliverer of 
the child from the part of a whole to make 
it an individual. The attendance was good 
and the address commanded the closest at- 
tention. 

Yesterday morning Prof. Barnes con- 
tinued his work before the idstitute, dis- 
cussing — subject of the development in 
chilfren of the power of color perception. 
By the use of color charts, and charts 
of* results of extensive experiments, he 
showed that the easiest color for the child 
to recognize, or that first recognized, is 
yellow, next red, and that the least easy to 
perceive is blue. This is not only true of 
the children of civilized nations, but of 
savages aswell. On the other hand that 
color most admired, of soonest chosen by 


children, is red, second yellow, third blue® 


After taking a recess the institute was 
divided, one being the grammar depart- 
ment, the other the primary. The gram- 
mar department took up the study of 
music under Prof. Wyckoff and the pri- 
mary department continued the discussion 
of the subject of reading, under the lead of 
Miss Parmeter. 

Yesterday afternoon Prof. Barnes spoke 
upon “Physical Culture,’’ and said that it 
was now being taught by sciéntific methods 
in all the large universities in this country, 
and that the day is not far distant when it 
will form a part of the curriculum in all 
the public schools. By the apptoved sys- 
tems of today all the weaker points in the 
physical being are determined by scientific 
measurements and a thorough diagnosis, 
and the treatment is special for each case, 
resulting in more symmetrically-developed 
men and women. 

POSTED HIS LAST LETTER. 

At11 o'clock yesterday morning Jonathan 
Law dropped a letter in the postofiice in 
this city. 
toturn to the window, perhaps to ask 
Postmaster Gill for old refused papers, 


which he had been inthe habit of getting 


from time to time, ‘when he swayed, 
grasped the shelf, and with a groan fell to 
the floor dead. Mr. Law was recognized in 
this city as a newsboy, although nearly 70 
years of age. He came to this city . 
two years ago from Massachusetts. He had 
been pretty well to do at one time, 
but after his daughters marrfed, he loaned 
their husbands money to go into busi- 
ners, one in South Dakota, the other in 
Massachusetts. They refused to repay 
him, and turned himaway. After, his wife 
died he came west.

RIVERSIDE. 

There is no doubt a degree of unrelia- 
bility in the meteorological observations 
because of the conditions under which they 
are made. Upon still. clear nights the 
temperature varies greatly with the eleva: 
tion from the ground, that nearer the 
li. 
B. Everest is keeping a careful record 
throughout the night, and finds that upon 
nightswhenthere is no air stirring the 
temperatufe, at five feet from the ground 
is from 4° to 6° lower than at fifty feet 
from the surface of the greund. On Sun- 
day night, or rather early the next 
morning, the thermometer fell to 
34° at the lower station, five feet 
high, while at the upper station it 
did not fall below 39°. As soon as the air 
begins to stir the temperature rises at the 
lower station untilit is the same as that 
fifty feet above. This leads to the question 
of thereliability of temperature observa- 
tions made at great elevations above the 
ground, as is the case with mosi of the 
weather stations. It is not uncommon to 
have a heavy skim of ice form atthe 
ground when the lowest temperature indi- 
cated by the thermometer at the 
point of observation is but 34° to36°. This 
matter should receive more attention and 
be rectified, if possible. as itis of vast im- 
portance to the fruit-growers of this re- 
gion.

Has Its Teeth tn Its Stomach. 

There is acurious snake (Hydraci yeti) 
in South Africa that lives wholly upon 
birds’ eggs. It has no teeth or signs of 
teeth in the mouth, its whole dental array 
being located in the stomach. Buckland 
says that they are not true teeth, but that 
they serve ali purposes. They grow from 
the center of cach vertebra. They pass 
through the walls of: the stomach and are 
covered with enamel, just like trne teeth. 
This is natnre’s provision for breaking 
eggs without running the risk of losing 
the precious contents, 2s would be the case 
if this egg eating serpent had its teeth in 
the proper place. When the egg is safely 
inside, the abdominal walls contract and 
crush it against that long row of vertebral 
teeth.—St. Louis Republic.

licans Last Evening. 


A Large and Enthusiastic Meeting 
on the East Side. 


Speeches by Hon. J. Q@. Tufts and 
Other Candidates. 


The Republican Candidate for Mayor 
Outlines His Position on the Water 
Question—A Straightforward, 
Business-like Statement. 


Banquet Hall, on the East Side, was 
filled last evening with an enthusiastic 
crowd of Republicans from all parts of 
the city who gathered to assist in the 
formal opening of the city campaign. 
If the interest and spirit of determina- 
tion which ruled the assembly can be 
cited as a criterion upon which to base 
calculations of the coming result, the 
municipal offices will, without doubt, 
be again filled with a force of Republi- 
cans as the general selection and choice 
of the people. 


A. E. Meigs acted as chairman and 
offered a few preparatory remarks be- 
fore the regular programme. was pro- 
ceeded with. He reviewed the history 
of the First Ward Club and the dlsap- 
pointment which the recent election 
might have occasioned, and added that 
there was still hope, and that at the 
next election the Republicans would 
rollup a majority of which no one 
would be ashamed. After the reading 
of the treasurer's report of the condi- 
tion of the club, the Colored Glee lub 
rendered, in a most acceptable manner, 
a campaign selection. They were 
heartily encored. 

MR. TUFT’S SPEECH. 

As the first speaker of the evening, 
Hon. J. Q. Tufts was introduced. When 
the favorite Councilman and next Mayor 
advanced to the front of the platform, 
he was greeted with a round of ap- 
plause and proceeded in a business-like 
and straightforward manner to present 
his position and cutline the policy by 
which he was and would be governed 
in the transaction of the affairs of the 
city. In substance his, speech was 
briefly as follows: 

The great question, involving millions of 
dollars, that overshadows all others, is our 
water supply. This question, until it is set- 
tled by the city owning and operating its 
own works for the entire city, will be at the 
front, and, like Banquo’s ghost, it will not 
“down.’’ No matter who says this water- 
works question is settled, or that it will set- 
tle itself, itis not settled, and we do not 
propose to have it settle itself. There are 
few cities so favorably situated, where 
plenty of good water can be furnished the 
people at the lowest rates. 

Wé own the river from the southern 
boundary of thie city to the river source, 
as well as the right-of-way from any point 
tothe city. We can see no good reason 
why we should not take advantage of the 
situation and make the most of it. I am 
aware that the City Water Company has a 
contract, which expires in about six years. 

Now, one word in regard to that con- 
tract: It was made when an entirely dif- 
ferent state of aftairs existed in Los Ange- 
les, and I do not suppose anybody then 
dreamed that before the date of expiration 
many of the trails and cow-paths would 
become paved streets, lined with magniti- 
cent business blocks, and the adjoining or- 
chards and sheep-ranches converted into 
homes where dwell a hundred thousand 
people. Iam informed, by one who knows, 
that when this contract was made people 
were glad to get water in at any price. and 
that when the contract expired the value 
would be but little. Now the water com- 
pany insists on being paid nearly three 
millions of dollars. 

While this contract was made in the 
good old times when everybody had conti- 
dence in everybody else, nevertheless, 
some one's fine Italian hand is visible. Un- 
der this contract the water company was 
to furnish water tothecity, andthe rate 
should never be lowered by the tity author- 
ities Then at the expiration of phe con. 
tract the city is bound to purchase the en- 
tire piant. 

If the price cannot be agreed upon, the 
water company shall select one person, the 
city one, and the two thus chosen shall 
select a third, and the price thus fixed by 
these arbitrators the city shall pay. 
By this arrangement, one man will 
the fixing of the price, whether it shall be 
one, two, three or four millions of dollars. 

Kvidently the understanding was that 
this company should furnish the entire 
city with water, and every effort has been 
made during the past year toinduce them 
todoso. We have hadconference after 
conference, and though they never refused 
to promise, they always failed to perform. 
Heretofore we have used only moral sua. 
sion, aud were like the old man trying to 
induce the boy to come out ofthe apple 
tree. We used grass and sticks to no pur- 
pose. 

We now propose to see what virtue there 
isin stenes. Itfellto my lotto start the 
first one of these missiles, in the shape of 
a resolution introduced some months ago, 
directing the City Attorney to bring suit 
againstthe Crystal Springs Company, a 
corporation comprised of the same persons 
thatown the City Water Company: but it 
is a separate organization, and sells waier 
to the City Water Company. 

We claim that the so-called ‘Crystal 
Springs’’ is a part of the Los Angeles River, 
and that no company or corporation hasa 
right to take possession of our property 
and sell to the City Water Company or any. 
bodyelse. This case is stillin court, butif 
our present City Attorney will be as suc- 
cesstul as he has been heretofore, the 
Crystal Springs will belong to the city, or 
a heavy sum be recovered for water already 
furnished. 

The action of the Council, resulting in the 
voting of the bonds for the erection of the 
new waterworks system, to be owned and 
operated by the city, has alarmed the 
water company, s0 much so that in their 
desperation they used the very means to 
defeat ihe bonds that resulted in their 
being carried by an overwhelming vote. 

These men may be wealthy and eminently 
respectable, but they certainly do not know 
the people they have to deal with. There 
were hundreds of our people that were not 
ready to vote for the bonds atthis time, but 
they promptly changed when they discoyr- 
ered that the City Water Company hadar. 
ranged with a State official to go entirely 
outside of his business to perpetrate an 
official opinion for the sole purpose of de- 
feating the sale of the sewer bonds, thus to 
create the belief that if the water bonds 
were voted, they, too, wouldbe question- 
able, and. of course unsable. 

“Thus the gigantic effort of the water 
] company and the Attorney General, I am 
glad to say, fell still-born, and I am not 
certain butthatthe State would be better 
offif the Honorable Attorney General had 
met with a similar experience many years 


ago. 

The bonds, it is true, have been voted by 
ople. This does not, however, insure 

the building of the works, by any means. 

There will be suits, injunctions, and every 

other means known to able attorneys, em- 


ployed to prevent the completion of these. 


works; and unless we use every means in 
our power to push the work forward, the 
matter may drag along for vears. On the 
other hand, if we are active and thoroughly 
insympathy with the movement, we can 
soon have plenty of good water rushing 
through these pipes and not only be able to 
furnish water but work for our people as 
well. 

Many large cities have passed through 
similar experiences to our own. Most of 


have. 


the water. ButlI believe that in most. If 


not all, of these cases the trouble was that 


the smooth boodler cotin his work. Blected 
just in the nick of time by the corrupt use 
of money, furnished by assoctations and 
corporations, he pressed the button and the 
gang did the rest. 

On account of the high water rates these 
unfortunate cities are compelled to charge 
they have been held up by our opponents 
as examples to show that cities should not 
own and operate water systems. It does 
not show that cities cannot profitably run 
a system, though it may suggest that it is 
notthe amount of bonds voted, but what 
mav be done with the money received from 
the sale of the bonds, There are districts 
in East Los Angeles, Boyle Heignts and all 
parts ofthe city that have but a limited 
supply of water; not enough for domestic 
purposes during mafiv hours of the day, 
unless they dare to violate the regulation 
of the City Water Company and take the 
risk of being fined $2. They can have none 
to use on their lawns or to grow flowers. A 
little two-inch pipe is made to do duty 
where a six-inch main is required. 

This is all wrong, and these people have 
been trying for years to obtain some relief. 
The water company don't seem to think it 
hasto make any changes, and go on and 
collect full rates for half service in spite of 
protest. The people aMicted by this state 
of affairs are not wealthy, and have need of 
every dollar they can get. They cannot af- 
ford to fight the great corporation, so pay 
under protest, still hoping and watching for 
some relief. We often feel it our duty to 
afford relief to some of our people, even at 
great expense, and we do right. 

In this case I believe we can furnish these 
people with good water at low rates with- 
out a dollar's expense to the city. The En- 
gineer will ascertain the location of every 
district and street where the supply of wa- 
ter is not sufficient for all purposes. He 
shall make an estimate of the expense of 
laying new pipe and making connection 
with the new system. In tne new works 
the machinery, reservoirs, and cost of run- 
ning are mostly provided for. The only 
great expense will be the laying of new 
pipe. The expense of running would be 
but little additional, and the receipts would 
pay interest many times on the bonds. 
Nothing can be wasted or lost, for in the 
event of the citv purchasing the City Water 
Company's plant, or building new, these 
pipes must be laid anyway. 

Now, if the suit against the Crystal 
Springs Company shall be determined in 
our favor; if the new waterworks shall be 
pushed to early completion; if we shall lay 
pipesin districts net now supplied with 
plenty of water, and connect the same witb 
the new works, we shall then be in a posi- 
tion to talk of purchasing the entire plant 
of the City Water Company, at a valuation 
not upin the millions but ata price which 
reason and common business sense dictates. 

The people of Los Angeles do not want 
the property of the City Water Company 
without just compensation, nor to do them 
any injustice, but they have seen this cor- 
poration attempt, by questionable means, 
to defeat the will of the people; they can- 
not be blamed if they become suspicious 
that the same tactics or others of the same 
character will be employedin the contest 
to secure results favorable to themselves. 

We think we begin to see our way out of 
this water supply trouble that has been 
holding back the growth of portions of our 
city for years. Wesee no reason why, if 
our plans succeed, every portion of our city 
may not have an abundantsupply of pure 
water at as low rates as are paid in other 
cities notso favorably situated as our own. 
To this end, gentlemen, let us work until it 
is accomplished. 

The repeal of the ordinance closing sa- 
loons on Sunday finds strong advocates in 
certain quarters. This, gentlemen, we can 
not afford to do; our city can afford to take 
no backward steps. The people at a fair 
, election decided that saloons should close 

Ow Sunday. It might be that the repeal 

would profit a few, but we all agree that it 
is better for the people, better for the city 
and better for all that the liquor law re- 
main as itis. 

This, gentlemen, I believe to be the posi- 
tion of the Republican party in Los An- 
geles. It is progressive. All believe in 
pushing forward our public improtements. 
We wantthe outfall sewer completed ina 
few months; we want Westlake, Elysian, 
Echo, East Los Angeles, Hollenbeck, all 
our parks completed and kept beautifuland 
attractive. We want our school system 
and the Public Library kept up to the high- 
est standard and in pace with the times, 
and to this end, gentlemen, I believe the 
Republican candidates stand picdged. 


MR. M’FARLAND'S REMARKS. 

Another selection by the giee club 
filled up the interval, when City Attor- 
ney Charles McFarland addressed the 
audience. He was glad that the city 
was at last tohave a Mayor who would 
stand up for his principles and was not 
afraid to make them known. Mr. Mc- 
Farland touched upon the water ques- 
tion in a brief but decided way, that 
left no doubt as to his position on the 
question, and going back to the city his- 
tory of former years he drew by way of 
comparison a marked contrast between 
the Democratic administration of that 
time and the present, and reading state- 
ments from the City Auditor's reports 
from the year 1889 up to the present 
time, showing that in 1888-9, when 
Democrats were in power, they spent 
$563,990; that year they made no 
levy for parks and only $2928 for the 
library; the tax rate for that year was 
$1.50. In 1889-90, when the Repub- 
licans came into power, they spent 
only $506,000, notwithstanding the 


fact that they levied $53, 653 
for parks and 822.437 for the 
library; the rate for that year 
was $1.10. In 1890-91 they expended 


$595,296, making a levy that year of 
$127,000 for. interest sinking 
fund, being $90,000 more than was 
levied the year before. They also 
levied $62,861 for parks and $28,017 
for library. The tax rate for that year 
was $1.20. In 1891-2 the rate was 
lowered to $1, the lowest rate known 
for twenty years. Paying out of that 
$113,320 for interest and sinkin*® 
fund, the rate for 1892-3 is fixed at 
$1. The assessment roll has been de- 
creased from $49,000,000 in 1890 to 
$45,000,000. While the expense of 
running the city. sprinkling streets, 
lighting, park and library, have greatly 
increased, the rate of taxation has 
been decreased from $1.50 on the hun- 
dredto $1. The past record would be 
the rule governing the future, and the 
Republicans, ever true to duty, would 
fulfill their obligations to the people 
with their customary exactness and 
economical management. In ciosing, 
the speaker urged his claims fora third 
term in aconcisé and conclusive man- 
ner. 
SHORT TALKS BY OTHER CANDIDATES, 

Charles Luckenback, candidate for 
the office of City Clerk, made a short 
speech, which was received with mer- 
ited applause. 

E. H. Hutchinson confined his‘talk to 
a scope touching things of most interesz 
to the East Side and the First Ward 
Club. The street improvements, with 
which he was so familiar, were enumer- 
ated, and those thoroughfares dwelt 
upon as an illustration of how the 
speaker would perform his duty during 
his next term in the office of Street Su- 
perintendent. 

J..W. Hinton said he did not know 
what to talk about, as the tariff issues 
had been laid away, and also other ma- 
terial upon which elaborate perorations 
might beconstructed. Inhis own praise 
too much had possibly been said already. 
The office of Assessor was an arduous 
one to fill satisfactorily to the people, 


but he was sure that he had endeavored 


with all his capabilities to make the as- 
sessments in athorongh and impartial | 
manner. He had done, perhaps, much | 
more than his predecessor, but he had 
done but his duty. The banks should 
pay their just proportion of the taxes, 
and thus relieve the people from ex- 
orbitant rates Those institutions 
previously had paid scarcely nothing 
upon personal or other property, 
but during the past two 8 years 
they had been compelled to do 
their share toward the support 
of the city government. The humblest 
citizens should be treated in the same 
manner as the richest, and no grounds 
for complaint, he trusted, wonld begiven 
in the administration ‘of the City Tax 
Collector. 

Ed T. Wright, R. D. Wade, H. J. Stev- 
ens, Edwin Munsey, F. W. Munson, 
Freeman G. Teed, W. H. Burns and Dr. 
Steddom, candidates for various other 
city offices, made brief remarks, and 
with a song by the glee club and three 
rousing cheers the meeting closed, 


Fifth Wara Repoblicans. 

The Fifth Ward Republican Club will 
hold their reguiar meeting Friday even- 
ing at Washington Gardens. It will be 
for ward organization, and every mem- 
ber and voter in the ward is earnestly 
requested to be on hand.

The issues pending in this 
campaign are of such moment and mag- 
nitude, and so materially affect the 
welfare of this city and its future pros- 
perity, that a continuance of the pres- 
ent administration is a political neces- 
sity. 

It is expected that Hon. John Q. Tufts 
and the city candidates will be on hand 
to discuss local issues.

The Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners. 


One Officer Dismissed from the Force and 
the Vacancy Filled—Saloon Licenses 
Granted — The  Kinkenbach 

Charges Dismissed. 


The Police Commissioners met yester- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock in regular 
session, Mayor Hazard in the chair and 
Commissioners Lewis, Mackey, Snyder 
and Chief Glass present. 

The Chief reported that Officer J. W. 
Hawthorne had been suspended from 
the force for violation of rules. The 
action was sustained by the commission, 
and it was ordered that the said officer 
be remoyed permanently from his posi- 
tion. 

In the matter of the charges against 
Officer O’Reagan)preferred by Rebecca 
Steineckle the Chief recommended 
their dismissal, on the grounds that 
there was no evidence to sustain the 
aNegations. It was ordered accord- 
ingly by the board. 

The application of Peter Brissen for 
change of saloon license was granted 
upon ‘recommendation by the Chief. 

W. Griffin was appointed as 
special police officer, without pay from 
the city. 

Bishop Mora sent in a communica- 
tion, giving his consent to the issuance 
of a liquor license to Steinke & Brun- 
ing, on South Main street, which had 
been previously protested. Upon mo- 
tion of Commissioner Mackey the li- 
cense was then granted as prayed for. 

The usual number of demands, cov- 
ering the current expenses of the de- 
partment, were received and approved. 

Commissioner Mackey then moved, 
and it was carried. that H. M. Spiller 
be appointed as regular police officer, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the dis- 
charge of J. W. Hawthorne. 

The commission then went into acom- 
mittee of the whole to investigate the 
charges against Officer Rinkenbach, 
which had been previously postponed 
from time totime through the non-at- 
tendance of witnesses, Commissioner 
Mackey acting as chairman. 

C. W. Walkem was the first witness 
called. He said he was standing onthe 
corner of Spring and First sireet one 
evening last August talking politics 
with several bystanders.

The Possibilities of Ten

Some Vatuable Points. 


The Pomological Society of Southern 
California began its autumn meeting at 
Pomona yesterday. <A very large num- 
ber of horticulturists from almost every 
city and town in Southern California 
were present 

The convention was called to order at 
10:15 yesterday morning by the presi- 
dent, L. M. Holt of Riverside. 

The address of welcome was made by 
J. E. Packard of Pomona, who, in be- 
half of the Board of Trade and the citi- 
zens generally, tendered the members 
the freedom of the city and valley, clos- 
ing with the remark that without 
deprecating any other valley, he 
thought this the lovliest in the world. 
He was warmly applauded. 

The address was responded to by the 
president, who, in behalf of the mem- 
bers of the society, accepted the invita- 
tion. The president had been in Po 
monain 1875, when it was plotted 
out and had no railroad, and the land 
could be bought for 88 an acre. He 
paid the city manv high compliments 
about its rapid growth and prosperity. 
He also referred to the marvelous 
growth of Southern California. Rais- 
ins were unknown in California a few 
years back, but now we ship 60,000,- 
OOO pounds annually. We dictate the 
markets on prunes. 

The work of the society, he said, was 
an importart one, and next year we 
would show at the World's Fair that 
California had no superior. 

The minutes of the previous meeting, 
at Santa Ana, were read and approved. 
An intermission of fifteen minutes was 
then held for the admission of new 
members, and about fifteen or twenty 
handed in their names. 

Then followed the semi-annual reports 
of the treasurer and the secretary, both 
of which were adopted. Resolutions of 
respect were passed in respect to Dr. 
A. Perrins, who died since the last 
meeting. 

An interesting paper was read by D. 
Edson Smith of Santa Ana, entitled 
“Experience with Ten Acres in Cali- 
fornia.”” Mr. Smith related how he 
started by putting all he had in ten 
acres of bare land. only having enough 
left to set it out with youngtrees. He 
had succeeded in raising enough smail 
fruits, vegetables, peanuts, etc., be- 
tween the trees to makea living. and 
since his trees had begun to bear he 
had acomfortable home and was en- 
abled to save some money every year. 
Another member relateda caseof a 
man and his family who had only five 
acres and had made a living, and now 
the place was worth at least $5000. The 
matter was discussed at somelength and 
finally drifted into fig culture. This 
was one of the most important discus- 
sions brought up. Everybody reported 
that they had had great trouble with 
the figs souring on the trees, and all 
wanted some relief. After much dis- 
cussion, however, it seemed to be the 
general opinion that there was at pres- 
ent no remedy for this blight upon our 
fig raising. Except in one or two 
isolated cases, the figs had soured on 
the trees, the only ones escaping being 
the old California blue fig and the white 
Smyrna or Marseilles and these only in 
rare cases. The discussion was continued 
at great length, the president stating 
that it was the most important one that 
could come before the society. The 
cause was attributed to a small insect 
which entered the fig at the large end, 
and deposited a small bit of sour veast, 
which soon spoiled the fig. No remedy 
was known for this evil. 

The meeting then adjourned till 1 
o'clock. 

The first thing on the programme 
was an address by M. Baldridge of 
Pomona upon ‘Orange Culture.’’ The 
address was handled in a _ business 
manner. Mr. Baldridge is a_ firm 
believer in plenty of water and 
plenty of fertilizer, He thougnt 
in MaDy cases trees one, two, and up to 
five years old did not require much 
water, but when trees got as old as ten 
and fifteen years they required a great 
deal. He made the assertion that, if 
any one would look up a successful 
orange grower, he would find that he 
was always located where he could get 


plenty of water. He thought, under 
ordinary circumstances, trees fifteen 
years old would require one inch to 


three acres. He is well qualified to 
speak on the subject, as he owns ons of 
the finest orchards in the world. 
it being located just north of Pomona. 
‘No fine trees without water, no fruit 
without fertilizing,’’ was his motto. He 
also laid great stress upon the fact that 
it paid to be honest in the shipment of 
our fruits, and that we should be very 
particular to brand the fruit just what 
it is. The address was warmly ap- 
plauded. 

Next followed a very interesting pa- 
per by W. H. Holabird of Claremont, 
entitled ‘‘How Can We Make the Most 
Money Out of Our Deciduous Fruits.’’ 
He had had much to do with the sale of 
fruits in the exchanges in Chicago and 
New York, and if we wanted to make 
monuey out of our fruits we must exer- 
cise more care in preparing. packing 
and selecting. California fruits were 
looked upon with disgust in the Eastern 
markets simply because we did not take 
any care in packing. He was lately in 
New York, when some California fruit 
was offered for sale that brought four 
times the price of any fruit He inves- 
tigated the matter and found it was 
packed bv a woman near Sacramento, 
who exercised the greatest care in 
handling and packing. and she always 
got these prices. Another great draw- 
back'is the dust that gets on our fruit, 
and it would undoubtedly bring 40 per 
cent. more if the roads were kept 
sprinkled. 

Then followed an address about farm- 
ers by C. M. Heintz. 

The meeting then adjourned to take a 
ride over the valley at the expense of 
the Pomona Board of Trade.

OFFICIAL FIGURES. 


The Footings of the Election Re- 
turns Completed. 


The Vote on the Constitutional Amend- 
ments and Propositions. 
The San Francisco Depot Act De- 
feated by a Large Majority. 


Almost an Unanimous Vote in Favor of 
the Educational Qualification and Elec- 
tion of United States Senators by the 
Deople—Township Offices. 


The official footings of the election 
returns were yesterday completed, and 
the supervisors willat once proceed to 
isswe certificates of election to the vari- 
The figures are the same 
as those published in Tae Tsmrs on Sat- 
urday morning last, with one or two 
trifling changes of one or two votes, on 
the general ticket. 

AMENDMENTS AND PROPOSITIONS. 

The official figures on the constitu- 
tional amendments are as follows: 

Senate constitutional amendment No. 10, 
increasing legislative session to 100 days, 
yes, 4677; no, 12,325. 

Assembly constitutional amendment No. 
7. limiting debts of counties, cities, towns, 
townsnips, boards of education and school 
districts to a year’s revenue, except by a 
two-thirds vote, yes, 11,9457; no, 3705. 

Senate constitutional amendment No. 11, 
increasing duties and compensation of 
Lieutenant-Governor, and removing limita- 
tion on pay of clerks in State offices, yes, 
5064: no. 10,440. 

Assembly constitutional amendment No. 
5. manner in which an officer of the State 
may incur a deficiency, and prohibiting the 
Lecisiature from appropriating money to 
pay same if otherwise incurred, yes, 
8199; no, 6278. 

Senate constitution amendment No, 14, 
manner in which cities containing more 
than thirty-five hundred inbabitants may 
frame and adopt charters, yes, 12,164; 
no, 2703. 

The vote on the propositions sub- 
mitted are as follows:

DON GASPAR. 


THE PRISONERS OF EL SENTINEL,

There was a great celebration in the 

city of Santa Fé. Don Gaspar de San- 
doval Zerda Silva y Mendoza, Governor- 
General of his most Catholic majesty’s 
‘province of New Mexico in thé year 
1694, had returned victorious from 
a foray into the Sierra de los Ratones, 
with ten Ute Indian prisoners, includ- 
ing the son of the head chief of the 
tribe. Don Gaspar bad dispatched his 
adjutant to the city in advance, with 
orders to arrange for a grand trium- 
phal procession on his entrance. It 
was the day of the feast of St. James, 
the patron saint of Spain, so the priest- 
hood also took part in the celebration, 
the triumphal procession showing the 
curious mingling of priests and soldiers 
that characterized the early Spanish 
colonies in America. 

In front marched the Vicar-General 
ot the province in full ecclesiastical 
robes, bearing aloft a huge crucifix. 
By his side walked the coadjutor 
priests, and behind them a band of 
Indian boys from the mission school, 
clothed in white and bearing lighted 
censers. Next followed the garrison 
of the city, two companies of infantry 
in steel helmets and corslets, carrying 
firelocks with the fuses burning, 
marching to the music of drum and 
fife, a section of artillerymen on 
foot, wheeling two diminutive cannon 
mounted on enormous gun carriages, 
and two squadrons of cavalry, the big. 
sleek Andalusian horses champing their 
bits with impatience. Then came the 
squadron of cavalry that was returning 
from the expedition, the trumpeter lead- 
ing two riderless horses, whose masters 
had fallen in the campaign, and last, 
the Governor himself, holding a rope 
attached to the chain which bound the 
ten Indian prisoners together. Hang- 
ing to the beltof each brave wasa 
scalp. The Governor had caused the 
Indians killed in battle to be scalped, 
and had one of the grisly trophies 
at the belt of each captive. The young 
chief walked at the side of the Govern- 
or’s horse, his hands bound, a rude 
crown of hammered silver on his head. 
The Spaniards had so great respect for 
royalty that even the chiefs of the poor 
red men received a sort of homage from 
them. It wasin consequence of this 
spirit that the crown had been placed 
upon the young chief’s head and that 
the dispatches sent to the King by Don 
Gaspar related that a prince of the Utes 
had been captured. There was no gran- 
diloquence in ‘the statement, for the 
Spaniards of that time regarded the In- 
dian chiefs as true kings. 

The procession made the rounds of 
the few streets ofthe city and finally 
entered the church, where a solemn 
mass of: thanksgiving was celebrated. 
After the mass Don Gaspar announced 
to th: assembled troops and populace 
that the Ute prisoners would be re- 
leased upon the payment of a suitable 
ransom of gold, silver or precious 
stones, treasures which the Spaniards 
believed abounied in the recesses of 
the mountains. Among the crowd who 
listened to the announcement were 
many indians belonging to tribes at 
peace with the whites, and the Gov- 
ernor knew that news of his proclama- 
tion would be carried tothe Utes, and 
he hoped that his treasury would gain 
an addition of a considerable amount. 

The kings of Spain estimated the 
fidelity of their colonial governors by 
the pounds of treasure they sent to the 
royal exchequer. The governors of 
the provinces of old Mexico sent in- 
credible amounts of treasure to their 
sovereigns and lined their own pockets 
well besides, but the barren province 
of New Mexico yielded little revenue. 

While the Spaniards of Santa Fé 
were exulting in their victory, the Utes, 
in their mountain fastnesses, were per- 
forming those grim and wild cere- 
monies attendant upon the burial of 
the dead, which prevail among the red 
men. There was great sorrow in the 
tribe. Fifteen of their warriors had 
been slain, and ten more, including the 
young chief, had been carried into 
captivity. 

The death cry sounded on every side, 


‘but none of the mourners was so grief- 


stricken as Sapaya, the second son of 
the chief. The captured boy, Paziuto, 
was his elder by the space of a year 
only and they had been close compan- 
ions all their lives. The capture of 
Paziuto was a hard blow, but instead of 
giving away to useless grief Sapaya set 
at work to invent some means of free- 
ing him. He proposed a night attack 
upon Santa Fé, but the Utes knew how 
ineffectual the stone arrows of un- 
mounted Indians were against the fire- 
arms and keen blades of the steel-cov- 
ered Spanish horsemen. At that period 
there were no vast herds of wild horses 
on the Western prairies. The Indians 
looked upon horses as supernatural 
creatures, and a cavalry charge of a 
few troopers would put to flight the 
bravest warriors. It was only in the 
mountain defiles that the red man met 
his foe with anything like equality. Sa- 
paya’s plan was desperate in the ex- 
treme, and although the Utes smarted 
under their defeat, they knew that they 
must bide their time. 

It was not long before the news of 
Don Gaspar’s offer to accept ransom for 
his prisoners reached the Utes through 
the medium of friendly Pueblos. 

But the Utes knew little of precious 
stones and metals, nothing of the 
miner's art. A few of them had neck- 
laces of turquoise and uncut garnets, 
but the emeralds and rubies of old 
Mexico were not so scarce as to cause 
the Spaniards to seek the small tur- 
quoise and coarse garnets of New Mex- 
ico. The Utes were not comforted by 
the news from Santa Fé. They did not 
see how to raise such a ransom. 

Sapaya proposed a new plan. He 
would visit the Governor, learn exactly 
what was wanted, learn something of 
mining, then return and teach them 
how to extract the metal from the 
earth. The chief forbade Sapaya to do 
this. He argued that a messenger ap- 
pearing before the Governor without 
the ransom would be imprisoned with 
the other Utes. 

Sapaya pondered this, but finally re- 
solved to carry out the plan, however 
desperate it might be. Accordingly, 
he slipped off in the night and made his 


way to Santa Fé. 


The Governor was ‘‘surprised out of 
his boots.’’ he told the adjutant, and 
thus he must have been very much sur- 
prised, for his legs were encased in 
huge jack-boots that came well up to 
his thighs and cost him a mighty strug- 
gle every time he disrobed. The fool- 
hardy young Ute hadcome to him with- 
out ransom. What reason why he 
should not be sent to prison with the 
others? Don Gaspar, however, heard 
Sapaya’s petition. So there was gold

“Tell the boy,”’ said Don Gaspar to 
the interpreter, ‘‘that I cannot teach 
his people to ‘be miners; that the pris- 
oners shall be prisoners in Santa F%4 
until they die or are ransomed. Tell 
him that I grant him safe conduct for 
three days, and ifafter that time he be 
found within my territories that he too 
shall be made a prisoner.” 

On the outskirts ofthe plain, where 
it meets the foothills of the Ratones 
Mountains, stands a great mass of sand- 
stone rock that risesto the height of 
100 feet. Slanting shelves jut out 
bere and there from the otherwise 
sheer sides, but nowhere do they af- 
ford the slightest foothold to one who 
would ascend or descend. Lighter col- 
ored patches on the face of the cliff 
show where the action of the weather 
has slit off pieces and cast them down 
to form the heaps of broken stone 
below. 

The rock stands there like a warder 
of the plain against attack from the 
mountains, and perhaps this is the rea- 
son why the Spaniards called it El Sen- 
tinel, the Sentinel, The Pueblos had a 
tradition that once it really wasa watch 
tower, that bale-fires were lighted on 
its top to warn the plain of danger from 
the mountains.

by hands long forgotten, penetrates 
intothe center. Then it leads upward, 
rude steps appear on its floor, and zig- 
zagging gently back and forth through 
the heart of the rock, it comes out on 
the summit. 

Sergt. Gomez with seven troopers, 
returning from an up-country pueblo 
conveying atrain of mules laden with 
corn for the Santa Fé garrison, was 
passing by El Sentinel, when Corp. 
Romero called out: ‘‘An Indian! Ute! 
Ute! See himethere in the grass!’’ 

Two hundred yards from the troop- 
ers, crawling along the ground in the 
direction of El Sentinel, was Sapaya. 
The time of his safe conduct had ex- 
pired, for he had lingered two days in 
Santa Fé trying to obtain news of his 
brother. He had seen the soldiers ap- 
proaching when they were more than 
a mile away. There was no hiding 
place on the open prairie and he started 
toward El Sentinel. But before he 
could reach the rock the soldiers were 
so near that he was compelled to throw 
himself in the grass. 

Now he was discovered. Leaping to 
his feet he ran toward the rock with all 
his speed. Three of the troopers 
spurred in pursuit, their sabres and ac-

SLADE DIED FOR TREASON AGAINST 
MONTANA TERRITORY. 

A Story of the Vigilante Days When 
Montana Was but a Territory—A Hang- 
ing That Was Summary,and Must Have 
Toe eat a Lesson to Lawless Men. 


¥ was chief of the vigilance commit- 
we had. successfully engineered 
bou 


t forty or fifty hangings, when we be- 
me imbued with the iden that a little 
more lawful form of government would be 
Yo the better interests of our camp, Vir- 
ginia City then having about 10,000 popu- 
Jation. So one evening we gathered to 
gether on the outskirts of the town in an 
informal mass meeting, and proceeded to 
choose from among ourselves officers for 
our local government. Our Organization 
‘was the simplest thing in the world. We 
‘would turn to one of our members and say, 
“You are a prétty square sort of fellow, 
and we know you to be as straight as a 
‘string, so you shall be our judge,” and to 
another, ‘You are a heavy built chap and 
have plenty of grit, and you shall be mar- 
shal.’’ I was district attorney because I 
had a smattering of law, and it was upon 
my affidavits that ali warrants were 
issued. 

Our court was respected by all the citt- 
gens of Virginia City, Mon. That is, 
most all of them. For a time all went 
well, but after awhile, when they found 
we were not hanging so frequently as be- 
fore, the lawless element grew bolder and 
more aggressive. The leader of this tough 
part of our population was Mr. Slade. One 


_ ‘morning, after we had organized our court, 


news came that Mr. Slade and his chosen 
friends had spenta night at a disreputa- 
‘ble house, and in the morning destroyed it. 
‘We sent our marshal with instructions to 
arrest Slade and bring him to court. 

due time they both appeared, Slade peace 
able enough and very gentlemanly. After 
hearing the case the court imposed a fine 
of twenty-five dollars, which was cheer- 
fully paid by the defendant, and he de- 
‘parted, inviting us all to come and havea 
drink. Not long after that Slade was 
again before us charged with the same of- 
fense. This time the fine was doubled and 
paid with the same degree of alacrity 
which had marked the previous payment, 

On one’ occasion, when the fine had 
reached the sum of $400, Mr. Slade said he 
had not that amount with him, but would 
‘bring it in the next time he came to town. 
He acknowledged our power and didn’t 
care for moncy, as he was a man who made 
it easily. Well, he came to town several 
‘times after that, but did not offer to pay 
the $400. It was not in his nature to long 
Temain quiet, and soon he was again in 
‘trouble for a like offense. Our marshal 
brought him to the courtroom, which was 
‘a portion of the grocery store, with barrels 
of flour and grain around the floor and 
bacon and hams suspended from rafters. 
We used soap boxes instead of chairs, and 
were not a very imposing assemblage. Mr. 
Slade came in peaceably enough and stood 
quietly while the court directed the mar. 
shal to read the warrant. 

As the marshal pulled out the document 
Slade, quick as a flash, sprang at him and 
jerked it out of his hands, at the same time 
leveling a revolver at the heart of his 
honor. It was all done ina second, and 
the six or eight henchmen of the tough 
had also drawn their pistols at the same 
‘time. ‘‘Now,”’ said Mr. Slade, ‘‘I am about 
tired of this business. lam not going tc 
be drained any more and I am not going t« 
recognize your authority, nor shall I pay 
that $00.

‘was surrounded by arnied men. The next 
miinuté they were in the room and one of 
them was saying, “We want you, Mr. 
Slade.” Heturned pale and weakened at 
‘once. A crowd of his captors surrounded 
‘him, and I left him safe in their keeping. 
I went bome, and was not there five inin- 
jutes when one of the vigilantes came up 
and said, “Mr. Sanders, the boys have 
about concluded that they won’t be 
‘bothered with Mr. Slade any longer, and 
‘as there isno place to keep him safely 
they are going to hang him whether the 
court wills it or not.” I hurried to the 
courtroom and saw the judge and the 
marshal and several otbers, and after a 
conference we agreed that as Slade was 
‘bound to beng whether by our wishes or 
not, it was better to have him executed by 
order of the court, and thus preserve our 
hold on the community. 

_ We sentenced him to death for high 
‘treason for iuciting others to rebellion and 
for himself seeking to overthrow our form 
of government. When Slade heard of this 
the sent a messenger for me to come to him 
lat once and make a speech in his behalf. 
‘I knew that jt would be worse than useless 
for me to do 80 and refused to go on a fool’s 
errand. Then he sent me to our judge 
with a similar request, but the judge 
knowing that he was powerless to prevent 
the execution declined to see him. So Mr. 
Slade was taken to a hill overlooking a

._ slaughter sheep) slipped around his neck 


and a berrel placed under him. Just as he 
‘was about to be swung off the noise ofa 
hhorse’s hoofs was heard and a mounted 
woman appeered in the distance coming at 
a breakneck speed. It was Slade’s wife; 


‘but by the time she arrived upon the scene, 


around which 2,000 people were gathered, 
‘the barrel had been kicked from under 
him, and Mr. Slade was no more. 

That is the story of the execution, and a 
singular one it was.--Senator Sanders’ In- 
ievy in Cincinnati Commercial Gazette.

Robing That Attack Even Men

Soon sbe learue.. to fly at bim 
as soon as he appeared on the steps, before 
he got down to the lawn—aud also to 
punish him ia an unlooked for way; a kind 
of artillery practice in which the alm was 
generally at the victim’s head—and it 
rarely missed. The robin is no such bird. 
But the one at the North End, evidentiy 
the proprietor of a nest of young birds near 
by. is the implacable foe of a particular cat. 
This feline isa pet black cat, whose mis- 
tress keeps him as much as /possible in the 
upper tenement where she lives, Ictting 
him take sun and air up there in the open 
window. 

There, as soon as the robin sees him, she 
flies right at him—not waiting for the cat 
to attack ber or her young, but bouncing 
right into bis face, till she fairly forces 
him to beat a retreat. Sometimes she 
finds him on the lawn. Then there is a 
set combat. The bird flies right at the 
cat’s eyes. The cat, snarling and snap- 
ping, jumps back and then jumps for the 
bird. The bird nimbly retreate—execut- 
ing a backward movement on the lawn, 
as swift and dexterous as only a bird can 
execute—and then flies at the cat, pecking 
at his eyes. The cat’s mistress, fearing 
for her pet, one day interfered, and grab- 
bing himin her arms was about to take 


him off the field, when to her astonish- 
ment the robin flew at the cat where she 


_held it in her arms, and then flew in the 


woman's face, forcing her to drop the cat 
and run to save ber own eyes. 

Next day tne cat was seen to go toa low 
swung hammock under some trees, and 
reaching up and getting hold of it he was 
enjoying a nice little swing all by himself, 
when his bird foe espied him and flew 
down at him, driving him ignominiously 
off. A day later he was seen on tbe fence, 
where the robin again got at him, but he 
held his ground (or rather fence) bravely 
that time, and the robin stood in front of 
bim. “If ever a bird uttered profane 
abuse,”’ said a spectator, “that robin was 
the bird. Such another abusive scolding 
no cat surely ever had.” But the cat cou.d 
stand that better than the bird’s beak 
aimed at hiseyes. This scene occurred on 
the back yard fence of a house on Wooster 
street.—Hartford Times. 


The Size of Raindrops. 

How large isa drop of rain? Probably 
most people have a notion that raindrops 
are nearly ail of one size, although itis a 
matter of common observation that in 
what is called a misty rain, or a drizzle, 
the individual drops are very small. T!¢ 
question of the size of raindrops is not so 
unimportant as might be supposed, and 
Mr. E. J. Lowe has collected many facts 
bearing upon it, and presented them tc 
the Royal Meteorological society. 

He employed in his experiments sheets 
of slate, made in book form so as to be 
readily close, and ruled in inch squares. 
The impressions of the drops were caught 
on the slate and afterward carefully copied 
on paper. 
He discovered that the size of raindrops 
varies from a speck sosmall as to be almost 
invisible up to a diameter of two inches. 

Every reader has probably noticed that 
the raindrops preceding a thunderstorm 
frequently assume gigantic proportions, 
though he may not have suspected that 
they could ever attain so great a size as 
Mr. Lowe has discovered that they do. 

Other interesting facts about raindrops 
which have been brought out by Mr. Lowe’s 
experiments are that drops of the same 
size do not always contain the same amount 
of water, and that some of the largest drops 
are hollow.— Youth’s Companion, 


Counterfeit Bait. 


“These little green frogs are sometbing 
new for bait,’’ said a dealer in anglers’ 


supplies. “They ere made of soft india 
rubber. Tere are earthworms, also of the 


same material, threaded on hooks. They 
save a great deal of trouble when real ones 
are scarce, and young ladies provided with 
them while i.shing do not have occasion to 
constantly annoy their male escorts with 
requests that their lines be attended to. 
Pike and certain other carnivorous fishes 
very much enjoy a small mouse on the rare 
occasions when such a luxury is obtaina- 
ble, and so these little counterfeit mice are 
supplied to tempt their appetites. Imita- 
tions of various kinds of animals for use as 
bait are becoming more numerous every 
season. In this box of counterfeit insects 
are grasshoppers, ladybugs, bronze and 
black beetles, caterpillars and bees. It is 
not necessary to mention the hundreds of 
species of mothsand other bugs that are 
reproduced in the shape of artificial ‘flies,’ 
made of bits of feathers and fur that are 
gathered from all parts of the world for
